GRAINGER OUTLINES VOCAL 
GROWTH OF CENTURIES 


By Isabel Morse Jones 

Percy Grainger has cothe to Los 
Angeles for a new kind of concert. 
Heret3fore Los Angeles has known 
him only as a fascinating pianist 
and a composer. Now he will @i- 
rect a choral concert with John 
Smaliman the. Oratorio So- 
clety, planned to place pefoce Los 
Angeles a picture of what has been 
done with choral compositions in 
the last quarte~ of « century. 

This Australian with eternal 
youth loves freedom. He is ever 
turning his face toward the north, 
the Scandinavian countries. where 
he believes humanity is freest. His

The century that is past, was 
more expressive, musically. along 
instrumental lines than vocal, Mr. 
Grainger explains. Composers of 
today, especially the. English group, 
the 

redominance of choral singing in 

ngland, are more truly vocal in 
their writing. This is a return, 
for our harmony is directly trace- 
able to the singing together of 
various voices in different parts, 
during the Middle Ages. 

Up to and including Handel and 
Bach, the deepest well-springs of 
art-music were vocal and choral. 
Afterward the chorus declined in 
importance in the minds of great 
composers as the orchestra gained 
in prominence. 

Solo voice develoved through 
these years in the German and 
Austrian lieder and the music- 
dramas of Italy and France, but 
the many-voiced choral side of | 
music was generally ignored. 

Mr. Grainger offers a® a reason 
for the return to the choral poly- 
phonic writing, the present love 
ef complexity, “confusion and mul- 
titudinousness.” He cites the fore- 
shadowing of this in Grieg in such 
works as Album for Male Voices 
and Psalms. , Delius, the modern 
English co r, whose writings 
Grainger admires above all other 
present-day works, combines the 
technique of the polyphonic orches- 
tra of Wagner with the choral 
technic of Bach and Grieg

The composer explans his intent 
is to permit a truly vocal style 
that also is “absolute music” and 
not “tled down to the concrete 
and literary thought that the em- 
ployment of a text inevitably car- 
with it.” 

In conducting Delius’s “Song of 
the High Hills,’’ Percy Grainger is 
presenting to Los Angeles what he 
considers the most perfect example 
of combined choral and orchestral 
expression. Quite natyrally, Grain- 
er believes in the leadership of 
Nordics, Delius is one. Another 
trait these two have in common 
is the Inepiration they receive from 
the out-of-doors. To Grainger. 
“expresses the emotione 
aroused by contact with virgin na- 
ture, the hills, the sea, rivers and 
the like—more than those of a 
human origin." 

It is a significant thing that the 
Los Angeles Oratorio Society and 
John Smallman have been chosen 
by so eminent a judge for this un-., 
usual performance. for America| 
knows nothing of these works be- 
cause of the inability of large Am- 
erican choruses to perform them.

for composition. On this side of | 


his art he is beyond criticism from 
any source. Yet Wendt would tell 


you that composition is a matter 
of instinct. A man who can com- 
pose so surely and strongly has to 
know where he stands in ,relation 
to life, he must see the world as a 
moral creation, a thing of inevxi- 
table laws and definite structure. 

Color? That is the luxury of 
such a man. It is never exotic, in- 
variably restrained, and it always 
helps to build the design. Of pure 
lyricism, the kind that sings for 
sheer madcap joy, he has almost 
none, for a picture by Wendt is 
handled like a symphony. There 

a theme and that theme is de- 
veloped throughout the canvas un- 
ti) it reaches its climax. and no 
mere overexcitement is allowed to 
tempt the painter away from his 
theme. Specially happy interpo- 
lations of form or color have to 
bend themselves to the scheme or 
they are discarded. 


|. This rigid rule in building his 


compositions is what makes each 
one of his canvases so unique 
The subject matter in many of 
them is very much alike: a few 
oaks in a glade; the light striking 
them from the side at a sharp 
angle; bare, dun hills a blue peak 
beyond and soft clouds in a gently 
blue sky. Again and again these 
ingredients recur, yet the results 
are never monotonous. This is un- 
doubtedly because, to the artist, 
these scenes presented a new bal- 
ance of movement, mass and color. 
He invariably seizes the theme 
which underlies every fresh view. 
the arithmetic of each new ar- 
rangement of landscape ingre- 
dients. Therein lies the gulf be- 
tween the artist and the amateur 
sketcher. The latter sees the trees 
and hills and draws them: the 
artist searches for the abstract ele- 
ment, the balance, and draws that. 


Notably in such pictures as “The 
Oak Grove” and “The Pocket in 


the Hills” this building on a theme | &

It is fondly hoped that this 
|“American Forest Week” will be 
productive of lasting results in the 


preservation and increase of our 
trees, both individual and collec- 
tive. Too much cannot be said on 
the subject of reforestation, not 
onty during this week which is set 
apart by the nation as a time of 
urge and appeal in this direction, 
but every week in the year. The 
urge should be perpetual, not only 
to conserve our present forests, but 
to continually plant seedlings 
along the highways and upon the 
bare hillsides. Even upon the city 
: Streets. Interest on this subject 
should never be allowed to die 
out. 

It is noteworthy that our own 
Golden State has more than 19,- 
600,000 acres of national forests. 
The idea of devoting a certain pe- 
riod each year to forestry educa- 
tion originated on the — Pacific 
Coast. It is fitting in view of our 
immense tracts of large timber 
(com prising some 156,837,282 
acres) that California should take 
. leading part in forest conserva- 
tion. 

While .it seems that our supply 
of timber is unlimited, yet condi- 
tions In this western land are such 
‘that the fire hazard is ever to be 
reckoned with. Between the  in- 
roads of the lumber companies and 
the losses by fire our virgin for- 
ests have been rapidly depleted. 
This fact is especially brought 
home to us when we look at pic- 
tures of the primeval woodland 
and compare them with pictures

It was 
before the days of lumber exploi- 
tation and, besides, there were 
many others of lesser girth in this 
primeval forest to supply any lum- 
ber need, which was small in those 
deys. -Therefore, it is difficult to 
figure out any motive for the de- 
struction of that giant of the forest 
except the very trivial one of pan- 
dering to the amusement of the 
curious. It was such an adventure 
to build a cabin on the stump of 
a gigantic redwood merely to show 
how big the tree was. The cAbin 
served to accentuate the diameter 
of the fallen monarch. 

One can fancy the comments of 
the hicks and yokels of prairie set- 
tlements where trees are scarce as 
they gaze on the pictures of this 
“ouriosity.” A few perhaps breathed 
a sigh of regret for the vanished 
giory of the venerable tree. The 
poet soul probably felt the mys- 
tery of the that thrilled 
through its giant trunk and 
branches during the ages of its 
growth. The artist probably vis- 
ualized the splendid beauty of its 
towering trunk and noble branches. 
For the noblest beauty of earth 
lies in its trees. 

They might have spared this 
tree for its venerable age and size, 
if nothing more. But it fell a sac- 
rifice to animal and vandal man. 
Even to look at the picture of it 
seems like beholding a tragedy! 

One wonders sometimes to what 
lengths animel man would go to 
gratify his desire for the curious 
or the spectacular. Would he, if 
permitted, shatter a planet in or- 
der to provide & pyrotechnic dis- 
Play for yokels? 

The giant redwood was doubtless 
standing when the pyramids of 
Egypt were bullt. It had safely 
weathered the storms of ages only 
to be felled and used as a founda- 
tion for a woodman’s cabin.

redwood and pine. In spite of the 
awakening of State and nation to 
the criminal devastation, the de- 
struction of our forests outside the 
national parks continues. 

‘The 19,000,000 acres of national 
forests represent only about one- 
eighth of the State acreage. While 
these are protected from the  eén- 
croachments of the lumber compa- 
nies the fire hezard still remains. 
Careless and indifferent humans 
still menace our priceless posses- 
sion of forest land. If criminal in- 
stincts could be eliminated from 
our land the appeal to save the 
forests would reach responsive 
hearts. In fact there would be no 
need to make such appeal. Love 
of the trees comes neturally with 
the development of the finer  in- 
stincts. The same latent germs of 
crime lie deep within the nature 
that wantonly destroys the noble 
and beautiful in animal or tree that 
| flourish in the bandit and highway- 
man. It merely takes a different 
,form and a different degree of ex- 
| pression. The animal in man dese- 
crates beauty of nature and beauty 
of soul. 

So let the good work of refores- 
tation go on with ever-increasing 
enthusiasm! And while the forests 
are planted let the admirable work 
extend to our city streets and city 
yards. In many sections of late the 
slaughter of trees has been fright- 
ful. Ugly houses stand out in all 
their hideous bareness, unrelieved 
by tree or shrub. Just what motive 
animates some of these vandals 
cannot be imagined, for the trees 
served to beautify otherwise sordid 
surroundings. They doubtless saw 
the destruction going on in better 
quarters and like all cheap imita- 
tors sought in their poor way to 
be in the fashion.

THINGS TO KNOW 
ABOUT SHINGLES 


BY BARRETT HANAWALT 
President, Longlyfe Shingle Co. 
The humble nail plays an im- 

portant part in the life of a shingle 
roof. 
tectd your entire house and its 
contents. The use of poor, short- 
lived nails ia falsee economy. A 
shingle roof is no more enduring 
than the naile which hold it. Our 


forefathers, whose shingle houses 
are still standing and in use with 
the origina! shingles on them, used 
hand-wrought, cut nails,-but these 
of course are no no longer obtain- 
able. 

The ordinary wire shingle nail, 
which is in too common use to- 
day, has an ordinary life of but 
from seven to twelve years. It is, 
therefore, not suitable with a shin- 
gle which is good for a life of 
forty years or more. There are 
two kinds of nails that are safe to 
use—either the hot-dipped galvan- 
ized cut iron nail or the hot-dipped 
zinc-coated steel] and copper nail. 
This last-named nall is easily ob- 
tainable in Southern California, 
and the home-bulilder and archi- 
tect should emphatically insist 
upon it. ; 

The home-bullider who decides 
upon a shinglé roof‘is adding no 
fire risk to his house. The fact is 
clearly demonstrated by the statis- 
ties gathered by the Red Cedar 
Shingle Bureau from investigations 
at fires throughout the United 
States, and these may be obtained 
upon applicaticn to the bureau at 
Seattiec. Wash. The fire-resisting 
quality of shingles was strikingly 
demonstrated at the fire at Berke- 
ley. Cal, several years ago. An 
added fire protection is now being 
developed in tKe fire-proofing of 


all lumber, particularly that of 
shingles, 
The use of stained shingles is 


greatly on the increase, ag by this 
method the shingles are treated 
before laying with a creosote-base 
stain, protecting the wood, making 
the shingles impervious to rot and 
decay and guaranteeing the 
against warping and curling. This 
warping and curling is what cre- 
ates the slight fire hazard that ex- 
ists tn shingle roofs, due to the 
fact that fiying embers occasional- 
ly are lodged under the curled 
edge of the shingle. 

In the past few years the ma- 
chine staining of shingles and the 
treating of them has been rapid- 
ly cutting down the costs of this 
“pre-treatment'’ over the old meth- 
od of dipping them in the creosote 
by hand and stacking them up to 
dry.

AVIATORS WILL 
HELP WHALERS 


Seaplanes to Be Used to 
“Spot” Huge Mammals 


Industry Revives After Sev- 
eral Years’ Slump 
Stations Being Made Ready 
for Season’s Haul © 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

VANCOUVER (B. C.) April 24. 
For the first time in the history 
of whaling on the Pacific Coast, 
and probably in the world, a sea- 
plane will be used In conjunction 
with operations in northern 
waters this season. The Con- 
solidated Whaling company will 
work the plane out of Rose Har- 
bor and Naden Harbor, bases on 
Queen Charlotte Islands. The 
flyers will act as “spotters” of the 
mammals. 

After several] years’ slump there 
has been a general revival of the 
whaling business in various parts 
of the world. Fleets of whalers 
Mare being made ready in many 
ports and abandoned stations are 
being again requisitioned. | 
| The British Columbia fleet will 
be starting on the hunt within 
the next few weeks. Already the 
supply tender is visiting the sta- 
tions injthe northern waters. There 
are three whaling stations in this 
quarter of the Pacific at Kyuquot, 
Rose Harbor and Naden Harbor, 
all fully equipped for transforming 
the huge mammals into oil, fertil- 
izer and other products of com- 
mercial value. 


When a whale is shot and 
captured it is hauled into the 
ship's bow with a tail chain 


around it. It is then inflated by 
a pump with sufficient air to float 
it, a flag’ is stuck int it and it 
is dropped into the water. All 
day long the hunt goes on until 
evening falls, when the whales 
are towed to the station. There 
they are dissected and the products 
extracted, canned and packed for 
the market. The most valuable 
of these are oll and whalebone. 
The animals’ flesh and bones are 
ground up for fertilizer. 

In somé@ countries, Japan for 
one, every scrap of the whale is 
used, the products Including oll, 
whalebone, guano and “salted 
beef.” There is not the same 
demand now for “whale beef” on 
this and other continents as dur- 
ing the war, but it still supplied 
to China Japan and other Orien- 
ta] nations. 

At the Kyuquot and other Brit- 

ish Columbia stations there are up- 
to-date canning plants, every fea- 
ture of the process from the cool- 
ing of the meat to the sealing of 
cans being done under the most 
sanital eonditions. Whales caught 
in British Columbia water mostly 
around and north of the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, are chiefly fin- 
backs, sperm, sulphur-bottoms and 
humpbacks. Of these the  sul- 
phur-bottomg are the most valu- 
able, ylelding from 150 to 200 bar- 
rels of oll per whale. 
When full grown, the sulphur- 
bottom is the largest of living ani- 
mals, and probably the heaviest 
land or water animal] that ever ex- 
It is known to have reached 
ninety-one feet in length and the 
extraordinary weight of 140 tons.

IN CONTROL 
OF CHURCH 


Curious Situation in Stcfss 


Protestant Remains 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

GENEVA, April 24.—In the 
little village of Samnaun in the 
Canton of Grisons near the Tyro- 
lese frontier a curious state of re- 
ligious affairs has arisen among 
the few hundred inhabitants. About 
elghty years ago the villagers, who 
were equally divided into Cath- 
oclics and Protestants, decided to 
construct a church, which should 
be at the service of each religion 
on alternate Sundays. 

After the church was bullt an 
.ancient bell was bought and 
cemetery constructed near by. As 
the years passed the Protestants 
emigrated or died, but the Cathe- 
olics increased. Today there re- 
mains only one Protestant in Sam- 


naun. He is an old man who in- 
herits the right of having the 
church and cemetery at his dis- 


posal once in each fortnight, and 
also controls the fund of $12,000 
subscribed by his ancestors for the 
upkeep of the church and the par- 
son's pay. The Catholic villagers 
naturally want the 614 man to 
waive his rights and let them have 
access to the church every Sun- 
day. but he refuses. 

“When I am dead you can do 
what you like, but unly a person 
of my religion will enter the 
church with- me as long as I pos- 
sess the keys,” he says.

Fresno County Sheriff Must 
Return Funds 


Officer Reported to Have 
Kept Federal Overpay 


‘Action Based on Recent Rul- 
ing of Supreme Court 


FRESNO, April 24.—Involving 
@everal thousand dollars’ refund to 
the county treasury, Sheriff W. F. 
Jones will be called upon to pay 
the county 20 cents a head for all 


Federai prisoners domiciled in the 
County Jail during Jones's incum- 
bency, Dist.-Atty. Lovejoy un- 
nounced today. 

The refund will be demanded un- 
der the provisions of a Supreme 
Court decision in 1921 in which 
the court ruled that Sheriff Cline 
of Los Angeles county had no right 
to appropriate to his own use the 
difference between the county al- 
lowance for board of prisoners and 
the amount paid by the Federal 
government. 

In the Fresno-county case the 
county ordinance provides 30 cents 
a @uy for boarding prisoners, while 
the Federal government allowance 
is 50 cents a day. Jones has been 
appropriating to his own use the 
20 cents difference in the two 
amounts, according to tnformation 
obtained in official circles today. 

Jones said today that he will vol- 
untarily refund any money illegal- 
ly collected and not affected by the 
etatute of limitations. 


The District Attorney and the) 


grand jury have been investigating 
this situation for several days und 
the matter was brought to a head 
when Jones appeared before the 
County Supervisors late yesterday 


and asked their advice as to the 


course he should purrue. 

Jones said that he had  ~»been 
keeping the difference between the 
Federal and county food allow- 
ances, but in so doing had simply 
followed the practice established 
by his predecessors. 

It is Lovejoy’s contention, based 
upon the Supreme Court decision, 
that Jones should have paid the 
difference of 20 cents a prisoner 4 
day into the county treasury in- 
stead of keeping it for his own 
use. Lovejoy expressed the opin- 
for: today that the statute of limi!- 
tations would operate against any 
refund by Jones farther back then 
three years, although no definite 
decision has been arrived.at on 
that phuse of the matter, he said. 

Jones took issue with Lovejoy in 
this point, maintaining upon ad- 
vice of his attorneys that his lia- 
Dility be made retroactive for 
not more than two years. In the

Chairman of Opposition to

SANTA MONICA, April 24-—A 
little more than 2300 signatures 
will be required on the petitions In 
circulation here for the recall of 
Mayor Steele, according to Fred 
S. Willson, manager of the re- 
call campaign which seeks to oust 
Steele and elect In his place Her- 
man Michel, Ocean Park banker 
and president of the Santa Mon- 
ica-Ocean Park Chamber of 
Commerce. If the 2300 signatures 
are obtained, a recall election will 


be held. 

The petitions tn circulation here 
recite as grounds for the pro- 
posed recall election that John C. 
Steele, Commissioner of Public 
Safety and ex-officio Mayor, “dur- 
ing his incumbency hag resisted 
every proposal whereby a proper 
pian for the future growth, beau- 
tification and regulation of the 
city of Santa Monica might be ef- 
fected. That he has not prose- 
cuted his duties as public health 
officer. That not content with or- 
dinarily resisting every progressive 
movement, he has used the pow- 
er of his office to stultify and 
frustrate the plans of the people 
to promote the welfare of the city. 
That he has not kept step with 
the progress of the community, but 
his dilatory tactics have militated 
seriously against the development 
of the city. That as Commiasion- 
er of Public Safety and Mayor he 
cannot be depended upon to ad- 
vance the expressed desire of the 
people properly to tmprove Clover 
Field as an aviation and recrea- 
tional park. That his temperament 
and training unfit him for the ex- 
ercise of the discretionary fune- 
tions of his office.”

They ealled their 
country—their magnificent country—“The Long House.”

a nice kimono is an urgent necessity. In all 
tropical climes they erect a swimming tank 
on board, and the grand liners have a built- 
ir tank. Be sure to pack an attractive bath- 
ing suit, and preferably two—then you can 
lend one and earn some nice girl’s ever 
lasting gratitude. 

Of course, there is generally a jolly ship’s 
officer who starts all the fun, arranges the 
deck sports, coaxes the more retiring ladies 
into taking part. But a jolly passenger 
without self-conscious inhibitions is a god- 
send. Never mind speaking first, draw the 
aloof self-conscious old dears into conversa- 
tions, toss vivacious glances at any shy 
dumb male passengers and help them out 
of their shells, flirt with the captain on 
principle (he'll be disappointed if some nice 
girl doesn’t) and believe mhe that boat will’ 
bless the day you booked your passage on it. 

There are always people who get stuck 
in their old deck chairs and don’t knc 
what to do with themselves.

Bobbed hair is a tremendous advantage. 
Hair always gets sticky and salty on ships, 


‘amd long hair is the very dickens to care 


for. Keeping straight hair curly is almost 
impossible—so 2a bob that looks well 
straight is precious. One’s electric curling 
irons will never by any chance fit the ship’s 
sockets, neither will one’s laundry iron. So 
for those whose life is blighted without curly 
hair, canned heat, carefully guarded in the 
cabin washbasin, is a life-saver. 

Keeping creases out of one’s clothes is a 
hard task. But hanging things in the bath- 
room and turning on the hot steaming water 
helps a lot. But packing properly is better 
—lots of tissue paper between the folds. 
And buying material that doesn’t crease 
easily is important. 

Tipping on board ship is usually left to 
the last day. Then one’s bedroom steward, 
dining-room steward, deck-steward will all | 
be expectant. So will the stewardess if one 
has had to call her in. So will the bar and 
smoke-room stewards if one has patronized 
their department. There will also be @ 
collection for the band, if any, and for the. 
destitute and disabled seamen’s institutes. 
A lone female can get by with from $10 to 
$15 all told for a two weeks’ voyage. Trips 
‘round the world run higher—oh, much 
higher—in this respect. 

For Europe one needs much the same 
clothes on land as at home in America. 
But the tropics call for lots of simple cool 
wash dresses—some of silk for afternoon 
wear, some of pretty cottons for morning — 
wear. The best scheme is to take a cabin 
trunk, less than fifteen inches high, which 
one is almost always allowed to have in 
one’s stateroom. Then a good-sized suitcase, 
or two suitcases if necessary.

With 
some children it may show itself in just 
plain overfeeding, The child may be too 
fat and toxin poisoned.

They may have too much to 
eat and no power of assimilation. With 
some children the same habits of improper 
eating may produce the irritable stomach, 
and in consequence the so-called bad boy. 

“Many of these troubles are due to wrong 
feeding. Make no mistake about it, the 
time for real true joy and happiness is in 
childhood, and there is something radically 
wrong in the environment and care of chil- 
dren if they are not in this state. 


The Sick Chili is Easily Discerned 


“It is not difficult to tell the sick child. 
As soon as something goes wrong in his 
mental or physical economy the normal 
child reacts very quickly. 
adult, who has trained himself to be a stoic 
in these matters, the child shows the effect 
in word and deed. He becomes cranky, ir- 
ritable and bad tempered. If the child is 


- not understood, and scolding or punishment 


is resorted to, much harm may be done to 
the spiritual life of the child. Physically 
the appetite may give way and he will pick 
and choose his food with no real relish. If 
the case is handled properly at this juncture 
future sickness may be avoided, but if the 


, sickness is allowed to go on the more defi- 


nite signs of sickness will show themselves. 


Possibly the child may have a spell of vomit- 


ing, or if it takes another course, a cough 
may start and the temperature rise. Then 
we have the sick child, with almost all the 
possibilities of any medically named disease. 


Drugs Interfere With the Struggle for ~ 
Health 


“Treatment can no longer be postponed. 
The child loses his self-reliance and leans to 
the nearest one for his support. The first 
thing not to do is to experiment with drugs. 
The little body is pulsating with its own 
struggle and any such interference will do 
harm. Try to help the life force that is 
working to restore the health power of the 
body. To this cnd the following simple 
measures should he observed: 

“Complete rest in bed. A few words of 
reassurance and kindness will help to soothe 
the mind and relax the body. There is no 
need for any particular form of suggestion, 
just the friendly support that gives confi- 
dence to the child. If the child is at an age 
when he may reason this will help him to 
understand the necessity of the physical 
treatment which will follow. | 


A Sick Child Should Not be Fed 


“When there is a temperature the child 
should be given no food at all, just cold 
water to drink. As the temperature goes 
down fruit juices may be added to the wa- 
ter, and gradually the undiluted fruit juice 
may be given. 

“In many of the ailments of childhood 
washing out the digestive organs gives 
almost immediate relief. It is very im- 
portant to do this, especially if the child has 
been put on the fast or a liquid diet. Just 
plain warur water should be used, and if the 
temperature continues it should be repeated

Excessive Ear Wax , 
Far too often diseases of the ear are 
caused by the excessive accumulation of ear 
wax in the ears. In very many cases this 
is due not so much to the manufacture of 


large quantities of wax as to the habits_of 
clean 


and prevent its re 
formation. If the ear wax is fairly soft, a 
simple warm water ear douche will be the 
only action necessary. If the wax is hard, 
the douche will have to be repeated a 

ber of times. 

A few drops of glycerine or olive oil will 
serve to soften the wax and make it much 
easier for the syringe to remove. How- 

ever, do not put in either glycerine or olive 

oil unless you are ready to syringe. Both 
of these agents will have a tendency to in- 
crease the hardness unless the wax is short- 
ly removed. 

The technique of the ear syringe should 
be understood. When one desires to irri- 
gate the ear thoroughly for fifteen or twenty 
minutes, the ordinary fountain syringe with 
a special ear tube is the best to use. Fasten 
the syringe can about one foot higher than 
the level of the patient. The patient should 
be in a sititng position, not reclining. A 
bowl should be placed at his side. The 
nozzle should be gently inserted and the 
water permitted to flow in and out. 

A temperature of approximately ninety-six 
to ninety-eight is most desirable. 

The ear syringe is effective as a tempo 
rary remedial measure but it is not at dll 
indicated or necessary in the regular treat- 
ment of ear diseases. it is a temporary 


measure exclusively.

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Last week Mr. Clements recounted 
uction, as an apprentice seaman, to life 
aboard ship and to the violence of the sea on 
the bark Arethusa—one of the c wely 
few deep-water sailing vessels then 
London to the region of the Cape of Good 
Hope, in a voyage around the world,

HE summer seas of the trades were done 
with, and we could look forward to a 
battering off the Cape of Good Hope and a 
long run through the Great Southern Ocean, 
to the accompaniment of gales and heavy 
seas. 
As usual, our leaky old halfdeck, the ap- 


_prentices’ quarters, got its fair share of the 


water that came aboard. The floor was 
awash and everything we possessed was 
soaked. Wet through it remained for three 
solid weeks. During that time there wasn't 
a dry patch in the place. 

Fifteen inches deep, to the top of the 
threshold, the water swirled and splashed 


with every roll of the ship. Clothes, sea- | 


chests, bedding—all were wringing wet. We 
turned into our bunks all standing, to wake 
four hours later with garments moist, warm, 
and steaming. 

' The sensation of turning suddenly out into 
the raw bitter air was horrible and like the 
stabbing of innumerable spearpoints. Yet 
no one ever caught cold. Colds are un- 
known at sea, the salt water and salt-im-. 
pregnated air preventing continual drench- 
ings from being more than merely unpleas- 
ant. 

Rounding the cape, we steered more and 
more to the south’ard. The captain was a 
firm believer in the famous Maury’s theories 
and shaped a composite great circle course 
through the roaring forties. A typical taste 
of their quality they gave us. With the 
forty-fifth parallel to the nor’ard, heavy 
weather set in in earnest and we ran due 
east to a ceaseless accompaniment of howl- 
ing winds and bursting seas. 

An awful job the sail gave us. The can- 
vas was frozen and as hard as a board. It 
was as black as the Pit aloft, and we almost 
lost one another on the yard. But it was 
done at last and the watch sent below, the 
old man being grimly determined to hang 
on to his fores’l. Under that and the narrow 
band of the lower tops’js we drove blindly 
all night to the eastward, the watch 6n deck 
gathered on the poop and two A.B.’s at the 
wheel.

The ship was being run off before the 
wind, with the captain himself at the helm.

For the 
rest of the time he stood 
near the weather rail and 
watched the sea and the 
ship. He hardly spoke and 
when he did, it was simply 
to give an order to the of- 
ficer on watch. 

On this occasion he kept 
the deck for thirty-six 
hours.

ninety-seventh day out, and delighted we 
were to see brown earth after so long of 
endless salt water. 

After two months at Port Adelaide and 
Newcastle, in New South Wales, unloading 
part of our cargo and overhauling and 
cleaning the ship, we set forth for the west 
coast of South America, setting out in &@ 
southerly direction. . ! 

As we drove farther to the south, we ap- 
proached realms where it is as rare, as it is 
pleasant, a thing to behold the sun. We 
passed Chatham Island and soon after met 
with a succession of gales that chased us 
right across the breath of the Pacific. | 
_ Right “roaring forties” weather came 
down on us with a swoop. I nearly missed 
experiencing it or anything else beneath the 
glimpses of the moon, for in the first blow 
that caught us I had a very narrow escape. 

It happened one night. I had laid aloft to 
furl the main t’gellant-stays’] and, as our 
custom was, had thrown my leg across it to 
ride it down. Being pitch dark, the head 
downhaul had not been hauled properly taut 
and, before I could get a turn with a gasket, 


the head shot up the stay, the sail gave a 


flap, and I was knocked off. 

Instinctively as I fell I threw up my hands 
and, by what was little short of a miracle, 
grabbed hold of the lower footrope and held 
it. The jerk almost pulled my arms out, but 
I managed to hang on and, twisting my legs 
around the stays’l sheet, slid down to the 
fiferail and so stepped on deck. 

It was about the closest shave one could 
have had. All that night my body seemed 
on fire, and though I was allowed to stay 
in my bunk‘ sleep I couldn’t. Lucifer him- 
self never fell so far as, all night long, I 
kept doing in sudden fits and starts. I 
turned out next morning, but the wrench 
had made my shoulders black and blue, and 
for a few days I was as weak as a kitten 
and kept on feeling horrible jerks at the 
back of my head. 

Being winter time, we not only had the 
cold to put up with, but the darkpess as well 
and, of the two, the latter was the more try- 
ing.

get dropped from the catalogues. Not that 
there isn’t for any garden lover a turid 
fascination in the novelty with its seductive 
description, but for a first try at gladiolus 
growing, a dozen of the older sorts give far 
more satisfaction than two or three of the 
newest bulbs. 

The requirements of gladioli are simple. 
They will grow in any good, light or sandy 
garden soll. The bulbs should be planted 
three inches below the surface and they 
should be from six to eight inches apart. 
During their growing period, giadioli should 
have plenty of water. In late autumn, when 
the leaves turn brown, the bulbs may be 
lifted and stored (which must be done in 
the east). Here, however, they may be 
treated like any hardy bulb, left in the 
ground and only taken up and dé@ivided 
every three or four years because they have 
kindly increased and multiplied. 

Some very lovely effects can be had with 
the gladiolus in combination with other 
plants. For instance, a delicate pink variety 
such as Halley, with a few bulbs of 
L'Immaculee, would be charming against a 


reality a rich violet, or with Herada. Try 
Evelyn Kirtland, Mrs. Dr. Norton, and Pasa- 


dena with the cream-colored Mary Pickford. 


Notable among the new giadioli are the 
splendid “Los Angeles” (the city is so far 
fortunate in having only superb varieties 
named for her). L’Iimmaculee is a very 
beautiful pure white. Rose Glory and Purple 
Glory are new sorts of the ruffled e. 
Purple Glory is richly tinged with deep wine 
red-—it might be beautiful with exactly the 
right shade of pale rose or with pale, laven- 
der-tinged yellow, such as Schwaben (pale 
yellow. with viclet blotches deep im its 
throat), but it would be terrible with scariet. 
Besides these mentioned are Mrs. Frank 
Pendleton, Prince of Wales, Virginia—these 
are bat a few suggested for the benefit of 
the gardener to whom the gladiolus is a new 
venture. Your true gladiolus “fan” has his 
own preferences for which’ he is ever ready 
to do battle. 

But if you find you have warring colors —- 
and such accidents happen in the best-con- 
sidéred gardens —-waste no time in bemoan- 
ing. Write quickly on a stake the color, 
place beside the belligerent and also the 
spot (which may easily be determined then) 
where the bulb might better be placed and 
drive a second stake there. Then when 
autumn comes your gladiotus may be trans- 
where it will be am asset and not a 
liability. 

In the meantime, it is pleasant to remem- 
ber that the gladiolus is one of the most sat- 
isfactory cut flowers that grows in the gar- 
den. Cut as soon as one or two flowers have 
opened; the rest will expand'im water if care 
is taken to keep it fresh. Remove the faded 
flowers and cut a bit of the stalk off daily 
and they will last a long time. It is better 
to let the offender gladden the house or 
porch, than worry the garden. In the hot, 
breathless days of summer the slender, cool 
stalks of the gladiolus, erect and cheerful, 
are a delightful example of serenity and 
poise. It's an admirable flower for fancier 
and for beginner. Try it!

Burbank’s Work the Kind That Endures 


ve the cop Aan of this generation Luther 

has the “plant wizard” of the news- 
papers, ever busy working some‘ uncomprehendable 
miracle. To the agriculturist and horticulturist he 
has been a genius who has contributed new and 
original varieties of field and orchard products to 
the world, including a . potate and plum that have 
made money for an untold number of growers, The 
writer of the following article choases to consider 
him rather as a hardworking scientist who has 
helped blaze the way for a better future understand- 
vistas of possibilities for those who will carry on 
his field now that he is gone-—Editor.] 


NEVER had a chance to talk with Luther 
Burbank but once. During the half 
hour I spent with him, I learned more 

interesting things about life than I have 
ever learned from books. 

He was very kindly, quite outspoken, de- 
cided in his opinions, and his fine forehead 
and snow white hair made him appear 
very impressive. 


Besides telling me about his work, he — 


gave me a copy of an article he had written 
for a magazine, wherein he explained his 
views regarding life. Animal life as well 
as plant life, for he believed that the same 
laws govern the two kingdoms of animals 
and of plants. I have kept the paper and 
all the quotations herein are his own writ- 
ten words. 


He believed that “plants are our distant 
relatives.” For, if.you look at any part of 
an animal or plant through a microscope, 

will see nothing but a mosaic of cells, 
somewhat like the cella of a honeycomb. 
The cells look alike, and are filled with 
living substance, called protoplasm, whieh 
no one knows much about. Protoplasm is 
the only substance in the world that lives, 
and the only substance that dies. Wher- 
ever you find protoplasm, you find life,

‘The lowliest animals and the lowliest 
plants, even those that consist of a single

DO PLANTS THINK? 

So maybe plants have feeling. But Bur- 
bank went farther and said: “I know plants 
have minds. The mind is subconscious, 
but it is there. 

“Minds? There are all kinds, I suppose. 
One indication of mind is the way plants 

igrate to the kind of places they like to 

ve in best. Some go to deserts, others 
‘to water. And, if plants cannot find suit- 
able surroundings, they either die, or change 
their modes of living. Ability to adapt 
one’s self to changed conditions is said to 
be a sign of mind. Morever, I have seen 
a mimosa plant act as if it had something 


 gkin to memory. The mimosa has a trap- 


like leaf, similar to that of the Venus’s 
Flytrap, with which it catches insects, By 
tapping the open leaf with a pencil, you 
can fool it—two or three times. After be- 
ing fooled several times, however, it re- 
fuses to respond. One kind of mimosa 
takes no chances on being fooled. Three 
times it has to be tapped before it closes. 
One tap—it stays open. Two taps—it stays 
open. At the third tap, the open double- 
leaf snaps shut. Now, how does it know it 
has been tapped three times, unless it has 
something akin to memory? And, unless 
it can count ‘three,’ how does it keep 
count on the taps?”

Cotton, Pea and Grapefruit Harvests 
Please “North End” Growers 


By W. A LINKLETTER 


ALIPATRIA.—The 1925-26 cotton sea 
son closed on April 3 in the Calipatria 
district, with 11,344 bales ginned. The 

Hartman-Goree gin turned out 3118 bales 
and the Calipatria gin, 8226 bales. The lat- 
ter gin made some record runs during the 
season, ginning over 100 bales in twenty- 
four hours several times during the peak of 
the season. This gin is said to have turned 
out the largest number of bales for the 
season of any gin in Imperial Valley this 
side of the international line. Of the 11,344 
bales ginned here for the season, only about 
the Hartman-Goree 

Good prices were secured for cotton d 
ing the early part of the season, but a big 
drop toward the cloee had a discouraging 
effect on the growers and some of them lost 
money. Weather conditions were favorable 
and there was an ample supply of water, 
but the acreage this coming year will not 
exceed half that of last year. Much of it 
will be volunteer, growers saving the best 
of last year’s plantings. There is one not- 
able exception. Earl Henking had about 
three hundred acres in cotton last year and 
expects to add about 500 acres of new plant- 
ings. 

The Coberly Cottonseed Oil Mill, the first 
manufacturing industry to be established in 
this city, had about 2000 tons of cottonseed 
on hand April 1, and this will keep the mill 
running until about July 1, according to Mr. 
Coberly. About twenty-five tons of seed are 
run through the mill in twenty-four hours. 
Because of the superior quality of the oil 


section the past year, most of 
contracted to the mill. Much of 
produced after the ofl is extracted is fed lo- 
cally by dairymen and stockmen. It ts sed 


with green and dry forage and is regarded 


as one of the best of fattening foods. 


The last full car of winter-grown peas 
was shipped from Calipatria on March 31. 
Early in the season they were shipped by 
express to Los Angeles and other markets 
both east and west. Prices at the opening 
of the season went as high as 22 cents a 
pound, and several full cars went by ex- 
press before prices dropped. Forty-three 
cars went by freight, most of them to east- 
ern markets. 


About 740 acres were planted to winter 
peas in the Calipatria district the past sea- 
son. Nearly 300 acres were grown by Wilk- 
inson Brothers for the San Diego Fruit and 
Produce Company, which operates the only 
pea packing and shipping shed here. Most 
of the growers shipped through it. although 
C. Lepper, with eighty acres of peas, mar- 
keted through a Brawley firm. Fiett & 
Fleming had about 100 acres of peas which 
were reported to have produced 160 tons, 
and other growers have announced from one 
to one and a half tons to the acre. 7 

The pea crop is said to have been light- 
er this season than last, but the returns 
appear to have been satisfactory. It is be 
lieved that the acreage devoted to this win- 
ter crop will be increased considerably. 
There is a large acreage in this district 
which is suitable for the production of peas 
and other winter vegetables. 

The grapefruit trees in this district were 
full of bloom during March and give prom- 
ise of a heavy set of fruit for the coming 
season. The harvest was completed some 
time ago and brought good figures. Some 
of the earliest grapefruit produced comes 
from this district. L. A. Rawies, superin- 
tendent of the H. H. Clark ranch near here, 
brought in seven lugs of grapefruit on Oc 
tober 25 last year. He stated that the

BURBANK’S METHODS 


Two words describe Burbank’s methods? 
Selection and Crossing. To cross plants 
one has merely to take pollen from one 
plant and place it on the ovules of another, 
The wind does the same thing, but the 
wind works blindly, caring little where the 
pollen grains fall. Date growers in 
ella Valley do the same thing; they take 
the pollen from -niale trees and scatter it 
over the flowers of the female trees. In 
this way, they get good dates without the 
help of wind or insects. But they never 
get anything but dates. For new species 
cannot be created by crossing plants of the 
same type. It is the crossing of different 
types that counts. 


By crossing a California walnut tree with 
an English walnut tree, Burbank created a 
“wonder” tree. In ten years, he created 
a “hundred-year-old tree.” And he told 
exactly how he did it. 

He placed English pollen on the Califor- 
nia flowers, and waited for the nuts to 
ripen. Then he planted the nuts, and @ . 
strange brood of seedling came up. Some 
tall and some short. Some grew more than 
six feet during the first summer: some 
less than an inch. Crossing rapid-growers 
with rapid-growers, he succeeded in pro- 
ducing a ten-year-old tree .that in 
was three feet through at the ground 
sixty feet tall. 

As will be seen, he did more than cross 
two types of plants: he “selected” na 


types to be crossed in the first place, and 
he also selected the seedlings of the secon@ 
generation—the rapid-growers—which 
came the parents of his exceptional tree. 

In like manner, he produced for somé 
Japanese silk producers a mulberry tree, 
with leaves ten times as large as ordinary 
mulberry leaves, and tender enough to 
suit the taste of the most fastidious 
worm. 

Crossing and Selection: Those words 
express the secret of his success. Nature 
also crosses types, but nature never does 
any selecting. Nature strews pollen pro 
miscuously, just as wind storms scatter 
dust and it sometimes happens te fall where 
intehigence might have placed it, produc 
ing prodigies in plants, just as occasionally 
human prodigies happen to be born. 

SOME EARLY “BURBANKS” 


The Indians gave mankind corn, tomatoes, 


lima beans, potatoes and tobacco. Aside 
from Burbank, what have Americans done 
to create new sources of food supply? 
Americans improved wild crab apples, called 
“Indian apples,” into luscious fruit, Like 
wise, a North Carolinian crossed two types 
of wild grapes and produced the first Ca- 
tawba grapes in 1842. The next year, Com 
cords were produced near Concord, Mass, 
In 1860, L. F. Allen, of New York, brough® 
two wild varieties of raspberries into his 
garden, where the wind or insects crossed 
them, the outcome being the commercial} 
raspberry. So far as I am aware, thesd@ 
are the only wild things Americans hav@ 
improved into important fruits.

Hit This Thing Hard! 
E voters of Los Angeles will have an 
opportunity at next Friday's special 
city election to voice an opinion on the rail- 
way terminal question. 

Competent and disinterested engineering 
authorities settled that question on its 
merits long ago when they declared for a 
union depot in the Plaza area, and both the 
California Railroad Commission and _ the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of the 
United States have approved of that plan, 
the latter less than a year ago. 

The very council that is authorizing the 
forthcoming straw vote is on record as hav- 
ing officially approved the Plaza plan, and 
certainly nothing apparent to the naked 
eye has developed to warrant a change of 
front. The re-opening of the question at 
this time, in fact, merely affords the inter- 
ests opposed to the official solution of the 
terminal problem a chance to talk loudly 
and rapidly at the eleventh hour and be- 
fuddie the issue. All Southern California 


discouraged | from trying ever to get into 
Los Angeles, thereby putting Southern Cal- 
ifornia’s agriculture and industry perma- 
nently at the mercy of two solidly en- 
trenched carriers! | 

It would be amusing, if the situation were 
not really so serious, to hear the railroads 
and their allies declaiming eloquently about 
the carriers’ earnest desire to elevate their 
tracks and eliminate the murderous grade 
crossings of the city. They know perfect- 
ly well that grade crossing elimination is 
one of the main purposes of the Plaza un- 
fon depot project and that it can be accom- 
plished under this sensible and economical 
plan without the construction of a foot of 
elevated trackage. The railroads have been 
so indifferent and even antagonistic.to past 
efforts at solving this problem that their 
present solicitude for life and limb at street 
crossings would be positively touching were 
it not 60 apparent that they have other and 
entirely different uses for their five miles, 
more or less, of loop-the-loop “L” lines.

1919, when there were 1,003,000 hogs on our 
farms, to supply 3,426,861 human beings.

In 
other words, there was one hog for every 
three people in 1919, and now there is only 
one hog for every ten people, and this in 
the face of the continually increasing value 
and extent of grain and forage crops suit- 
able for producing pork equal in quality 
to that produced elsewhere. The acreage 
and valuation of barley has shown a steady 
increase, last year’s crop having been val- 
ued at $24,180,000. With this valuable feed 
crop anda $100,000,000 alfalfa crop annually, 
both products excellent feeds for the pro- 
duction of paime pork, it is difficult to an- 
derstand why California has become an 
importer instead of an exporter of hogs.

Advantages of “Long” 
Pruning Cited 


“BL CENTRO.—Many deciduous fruit 
growers are neglecting one of the most im- 
portant operations on the fruit growers’ 
calendar, namely that of pruning, according 
to B. L, Garthwaite, Imperial Valley farm 
adviser. Without proper pruning, he points 
out, deciduous fruit trees will not continue 
long to bear profitable crops of fruit. 


“The system advocated by the Agricultur- 
al Extension Service,” said Mr. Garthwaite 
in a recent talk to growers, “is known as 
‘long’ or ‘high renewal’ pruning as distin- 
guished from the ‘short’ or ‘heading-back’ 
method formerly used over the State. This 
long pruning system has been so universally 
successful that it is now practiced by nearly 
all fruit growers in California. So far as 
known, every large commercial orchard in 
Imperial Valley is now pruned according to. 
this system. Emil Steiner of Brawley was 
the first local grower to change over to 
the new system. The following year Chris 
Westgard also of Brawley pruned part of 
his orchard ‘long’ and the rest ‘short.’ Aft- 
er harvesting his crop Mr. Westgard said 
that the long-pruned trees had given him a 
profit of $1000 over his short-pruned trees, 
as they bore a larger crop and matured 
their fruit a week earlier. That was in 1922. 
Since then Mr. Westgard has been pruning 
his entire orchard ‘long.” The old Kioke 
pear orchard, the Waterman apricot or 
chard, the Webster apricot orchard and oth- 
ers adopted this long-pruning spstem with 
similar results. There are still a few one- 
acre orchards that are pruned by the old 
short or ‘stubbing back’ method. .. 

“In tests conducted by the University of 
California over a series of years long-pruned 
trees have not only outyielded the short- 
pruned trees, but haye produced earlier 
fruit, have withstood disease better, have 
made a greater growth of roots, trunk, 
tops and are better able to withstand cold 
weather. These testd have been confirmed 
by farmers co-operating with the extension 
service In all parts of the State. An essen- 
tial feature of this system is proper thinning 
of the fruit, and where this has been neg- 
lected, poor ftesults have followed.” 

While every kind of deciduous fruit tree 
should be pruned differently, and each in- 
dividual tree presents a new problem, the 
following general rules are recommended 
by Mr. Garthwaite and other representa- 
tives of the Agricultural Extension service: 

(1.) All spur, twigs, shoots and branch- 
es should be cut off close to the limb from 
which they rise, and should not be headed 
or “stubbed.” 

(3.) Not only should enough of the pri- 
from any tree will depend on the amount of 
growth made the previous year, the amount 
and kind of pruning done then, and the soil 
conditions. 

(3.) Not only should enought of the pri- 
mary and secondary branches be thinned 
out, but also the fruit bearing shoots. When 
a very heavy set of fruit is secured, proper 
thinning of the fruit will result in increased 
size and better quality. . 

(4.) In thinning out main and ‘secondary 


branches, one of the principal things to keep 


in mind is to get an adequate supply of light 
to the interior of the tree. 

(5.) Preference should be given to 
branches pointing west (the direction from 
which our strong winds come.) 

(6.) All dead wood, interfering branches 
and diseased parts eae» be cut out. 


south Africa Competes 
in Europe 


South African fruits, especially pears, 
peaches, apricots and grapes, which arrive 
in European markets during the winter and 
spring months are competing with Califor- 
nia fruits, according to the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

If we are to meet competition with fruits 
from South Africa, Australia and South 
America it must be through superior qual- 
ity, Says the department. Increased pro- 
duction should be subordinated to quality, 
it is pointed out. Quantity production per 
acre is not to be sought for in the future, 
it is urged, but a quality which will com- 
mand attention and hold up, if we are to 
——- our place in European fruit mar- 
ets. 


Evils of Sidedraft 


One of the biggest items in the farming 
cost account is for power, says Prof. A. H. 
Hoffman of the agricultural engineering di- 
vision of the university. On some farms this 
item is untiecessarily large because the 
tractor is made to work under a heavy hand- 
icap. A proper hitch is economicaj. Side 
draft is the common result of improper 
hitching, and it creates wear and increases 
fuel consumption. Bulletin 349 of the Unt- 
versity of California is concerned with this 
problem and a free copy may be obtained 
on request from the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, Berkeley. i

Frost Protection Pata 
Valencia Grower 


TERRA BELLA.—Wiiliam G. Gerdes, lo 
cal citrus grower, has proved to his own 
satisfaction during the past winter that mod- 
ern orchard heating is worth the trouble 
and cost. He used 200 heaters in a Valen- 
cia grove of slightly under five acres. Four 
rows of trees were not protected and he es- 
timated the frost damage in these rows at 
85 per cent, while the loss on the protected 
trees is negligible. On one outside row the 
fruit on the unprotectéd side was frosted 
while that on the inside of the trees where 
the heaters stood is untouched. The tem- 
perature in the grove was raised four de- 
grees on the coldest mornings. Mr. Gerdes 
says he used $75 worth of fuel oil during 
the winter, paying 6 1-2 cents a gallon. In 
carlots the ofl can be bought at $3.71 per- 
hundred gallons. 

In spite of the heating cost, Mr. Gerdes be- 
lieves that more money can be made grow- 
ing Valencias than navels. Valencias grow 
more rapidly, make larger trees, fruit more 
heavily and usually the price per box is 
higher, he says.

called barren places, while a well refined 
group of desert animals lives, prospers' and 
reproduces without knowing or caring about 
any other land. 

Among those found in Southern Califor- 
nia’s dry areas are the desert rats, interest- 
ing creatures which furnish fascinating stud- 
fes for the nature lover. There are _ sev- 
eral species, the two outstanding being the 
trade rat and the kangaroo rat. 

The former earned his name frém his 
habit of carrying off any article he can han- 
dle and always replacing it with a stick of 
wood, moss, pebble or other article in ex- 
change. That they do this is a proven fact; 
why they do it is beyond proof and can on- 


‘ly be conjectured, 


Like the muskrat, this rodent builds a 
home to keep out storm and to protect it- 
self from its enemies. They pile up sticks 
and small branches of trees in pyramid 
form in the buckthorn 
sonietimes in the tops of trees when it 
seems to them that trees furnish more pro- 
tection. When forced to build out in the 
desert the houses are small mounds cov- 
ered with cholla burrs. These burrs, de- 
spised by man and beast alike, protect the 
trade rat. How he handles them fs a mys- 
tery; the only way a man can move them 
is with two sticks. Some of the trade rat 
houses are six feet high and as many feet 
in circumference. 

The trade rat stores up juniper berries 
and acorns and prepares for a time of fam- 
ine. Like the prairie dog, he appears to be 
very hospitable, for he shares his home 
with squirrels, brush rabbits and occasion- 
ally snakes. Quail sometimes hide from 
heavy storms in his desert inn. 

The trade rat is about the size of a 
prairie dog. It is not destructive and sel- 
dom ventures near houses and barns except 
those deserted by man. The yucca, friend 
of all desert life, probably yields him juice. 
as do other plants, and this, along with dew, 
must ordinarily make up his moisture ra- 
tion, which is not large. Baldy Mesa, just 
north of Mount Baldy, is a favorite haunt 
of these little animals.

Rubber producing possibilities have at- 
tracted the attention of all America for rea- 
sons obvious te every automobile owner. At 
the acclimatization station may be seen the 
latest “hope,” a desert milkweed, Asclepias 
subulata. There are a number of other rub- 
ber plants less promising which science may 
be able to improve and which the station is 
studying. 

Knowledge of guayule as a possible source 
of rubber for the Southwest has been widely 
disseminated, but hardly anyone has heard 
of a cousin of this plant that has greatly 
hampered experiments with true guayule. 
The real thing, scientifically speaking, is 
Parthenium argentatum; the cousin is 
Parthenium incanum, or-Mariola. Mariola, 
containing no rubber, is so like guayule in 
appearance that only an expert can distin- 
guish one from the other. It so happened 
that much of the seed sent to this country 
from Mexico some years ago for guayule 
plantations has turned out to be mostly 
Mariola. In a large planting in Southern 
California, it is reported on good authority, 
only one-third of the mature plants were 
guayule. The studies made at the station 
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Pre 


grass 


make such mistakes in the future unneces- 
sary, as it will now be possible to “spot” 
the no-account cousin in guayule plantings. 

“Violet” perfume may easily become a 
new industry in California. It is now made 
of the oll of Lemon Grass, and 100,000 
pounds of this oil are imported annually for 
the perfumery trade. 

Lemon Grass, Cymbopogon citratus, is 
raised commercially in India more than else- 
where. The sandy soil of the coast of 
Southern California appears to be well 
adapted to its growth. Lemon Grass is 
harvested when three feet tall and three cr 
more c may be gathered annually. it 
is believed that it might be grown profitably 
here and the station is doing its best to 
check up on this point. : 

The Rose Geranium is another latent re- 
source. Its ofl is used exclusively in the 
perfumery trade. It is not produced com- 
mercially in the United States. The station 
is working on it. 

Some time ago the superintendent of the 
station received from Mexico a clump of 
grass, a desert plant, perennial in habit. 
Its stems were short and its blade fine. Mr. 
Marshall proceeded to cross the Mexican 
grass with California corn, an annual. The 
result is a hybrid with corn-like stems and 
tiny ears with a few grains each. To pre- 
vent the new grags from degenerating back 
to Mexican grass, new plantings are made 
by dividing the clump. The hybrid has 
turned out to be a too.

REWORMS have caused enormous 

damage to various crops for a number 
of years, y to beans, beets, pota- 
toes, corn and bulbs. Many unsuccessful 
attempts have been made to control these 
pests, the annual loss from which exceeds a 
million dollars in California alone. 

It has long been known that hydrocyanic 
acid gas, derived from sodium or potassium 
cyanide, would kill wireworms, but the use 
of either of these materials has been im- 

because of the high cost. However, 
when crudc, cheap calcium cyanide sppeare: 
Truck Crop Insect Laboratory at Alhambra 
was devoted to a trial of this material. in 
order to avoid injury to the plants, it was 
decided that the treatment should be made 
while the land was fallow, or prior to plant- 


ing in the spring. 


In 1923, a series of tests was made in pots 
and these soon demonstrated that calcium 
cyanide was decidedly toxic to wireworms, 
and that no excessive amount of material 
was required to kill them. Further tests 
were made with applications in a number 
of fields in the Yakima Valley, Washington, 
where the cyanide was applied with a grain 
drill, and in plow furrows with a special 
machine calied a “plow applicator.” Similar 
experiments were carried on in Southern 
ornia. These experiments indicated 
while it might. require 300 to 400 pounds 
of calcium cyanide per acre to kill 10) per 
cent of the wireworms, by using 200 pounds 
per atre and applying it carefully at the 
right depth and at the right time. an aver- 


- age of75 per cent or more of the wireworms 
could te killed.

twenty cents a pound, the cost of such con- 
. trol weuld not be practical except on soil 


c.2spted to the more valuable crops. Hence 
the problem was <> =: = ™ethod which 
would use less material, but 
high percentage of kill.

and cornu were planted. All proved effective 


baits, attracting a large p2rcentage of the 


wireworms into the rows, where they fed on 
the germinating seed. After ten days to 
three weeks, depending on the haste of the 
wireworms in getting into the bait rows. 


calcium cyanide was drilied in, care being 


taken to follow the rows exactly. It was 
also found best to place the cyanide slightly 
below the baits. 

Wireworm activities depend somewhat on 
weather conditions. it was found that ia 
the spring the wireworms become active 
and s=ek jood. the summcr or fall 
they go deeper into the soil and afe avi 
much attracted to baits. Hence the best 
time to apply the baits is in the spring 
prior to the planting of the regular crop. 
Weeds or refuse from a previous crop, still 
unrotied, act as counter-baits, and reduce 
the efiectiveness of the planted baits. There- 
fore, it was found, the ground should be free 
of aaything which will act as a counter-bait 
sefore control measures are started. 

To find out definitely if the worms had 
collected in the baits and also to get infor- 


~ mation as to their depth and state of activ- 


ity, soil examinations to a depth of cight 
inches were made both in and between the 
rows. A wooden tray with a screen bottom 
allowed the soil to pass through the screen 
but retained the wireworms. In this way it 
was determined how soon after drilling in 
the baits a majority of the wireworms had 
reached the bait rows. 

The baits were planted at varyiag widths, 
in rows two to five feet apart. but it was 
soon discovered that as the width of the 


rows was increased the percentage of wire- 


worms attracted into the rows decreased. 
The 30-inch row—such as is commonly used 
in bean planting—was found very satisfac- 
tory. Also the ordinary’ Ventura-type bean 
planter proved to be an excellent tool for 
applying the cyanide, as well as the bait. 
Pac tinchine ceuld be used for bait, 
cyanide and crop. Corn planters were used 
in several fields, and proved effective. Baits, 
it was learned, should be planted at the 
same depth as seeds for a crop. 

Various dosages were tried, varying from

four to seven pounds per 1,000 feet of row. 
While the higher dosages gave the best 
kills under most conditions, when both the 
cost and a satisfactory result were consid- 
ered, five to five and one-half pounds per 
1,000 feet of row was found to be satisfac- 
tory. YTais rate in rows two and one-half 
feet apart is slightly less than 100 pounds 
per acre. The use of the pre-baiting method 
reduced the amount of calcium cyanide more 
than half and the expense accordingly. 

Several soil analyses have indicated that 
the hydrocyanic acid gas which is formed 
when the moisture -in the soil comes in 
contact with the calcium cyanide, diffuses 
rapidiy and remains in the soil for a few 
days only. Even with « dcsage of 500 pounds 
per acre the last trace of sas was found o4 
the tenth day and with smaller dosages it 
disappeared in a much shorter time. The 
killing occurs within a few hours after the 
application. Sceds planted with the cyanide 
will germinate, but the growth may be 

Therefcre, in order to avoid any 
possible danger to the germinating seeds, 
it is best to wait for about a week after the 
cyanide application before planting the crop. 
especially if the seed is planted in the same 
rows in which cyanid» was drilled. If the 
seed can be planted between the cyanide 
rows the intervening time between the 
cyanide treatment and planting can be less- 
ened several days. 

The gas from the calcium cyanide does not 
penetrate very far from the rows, 80 care 
must be taken to apply the cyanide exactly 
in the bait rows where the wireworms have 
pece collected: otherwise a large dosage 
must be used. 

In our experiments. both the the 
granular form of calcium cyanide were used. 
The granular form not only geve a: better 
killing but was much easier to handle. Be- 
sides being somewhat disagreeable to handle. 
the dust does not feed well from the planter. 
In considering the cost of wireworm treat- 
ment, it should be borne in mind that wire- 
worms live and feed in the soil for three 
years before they pupate and turn into the 
common “click,” or snapping beetle. In the 
first year of their lives wireworms do not 
feed much on account of their small size;

cially in the third year, that the destructive 
feeding is done. Therefore, a field once 
freed of the wireworms will remain free of 
damage for two or three years, perhaps 


longer. It has already been observed that 
crops grown the second year on treated 
ground were free from wireworm injury. 
Under these circumstances, the cost of 
treatment can be distributed over several 
years rather than being an annual charg 

Another method involving more hand 
labor, and perhaps more suitable for guar 
dens, is to put in the baits in hills three to 
six feet apart. After an interval of from 
ten days to three weeks, when the wire. 
worms have collectet tr the a is 
punched in the soll over the bill to the depth 
of the bait with some blunt instrument such 
as a hoe handle, and a tablespoonful of gran- 
ular calcium cyanide is put in. Tue hole is 
then filled up and tamped gently. This 
method is slower than drilling in the baits, 
but uses about the same amount of cyanide. 

Encouraged by our experiments, several 
bean growers in Orange and Ventura coun: 
ties treated an acre or more in 1925, and 
obtained very gocd results, realizing a kill- 
ing of from 7) to 100 per ye with a a- 
tions of 90 to 100 pounds of the granular 
calcium cyanide per acre. It is apparent 
from recent reports that a number of grow- 
ers plan to treat small acreages this spring. 
For those interested it is suggested thui 
split limas be used as bait, this being a good 
attractant and cheap. Peas or corn will do if 
more available. The baits should be put 
in three to four weeks before planting time. 
About a week prior to planting time, drill in 
granular calcium cyanide, just slightly below 
the van, on@ following the bait rows as 
closely as possibie. 

Experiments are being conunuc’ 
fect this method of wireworm control. More 
definite information is desired as to the 
best distance apart to drill the baits, the 
best depth, time of season, dosage, etc., for 
different localities and types of soil, so that 
definite recommendations can be made for 
this method of control under all circum. 
stances. Growers may assist in this work 
by reporting to the Alhambra station or to 
their County Farm Adviser, any plots which 
they treat with calcium cyanide 
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
